Sir: 


I have received a letter from Lieutenant Commander Garringe, stating that the foundation 
for the Egyptian obelisk brought to New York, will be completed by the 19th instant, and that the 
lead case to be placed therein will be six feet six inches long, two feet four inches wide and eight 
inches deep. 


In respect to providing the contents of this case he is of the opinion that the Departments 
of the Government should be given the preference, and desires immediate information to be sent 
to him by the Department of State, should there exist a desire on the part of that or any other of 
the Departments to deposit in this case, records, coins, standards of weight and measure or 
documents. I will therefore thank you to communicate to me your conclusions in the matter, 
stating, at the same time, at what address in New York the consignment of your Department, if 
any, may be found upon the 18th instant.
